Passing Of a Pioneer 


C. V. Alloway, Of Winnipeg, Dies 
After Lengthy Ilness 

Charles Valentine Alloway, pion- 
eer citizen of Winnipeg, who came 
west with the Wolseley expedition in 
1871, to check the Riel Rebellion out- 
breaks in Manitoba and remained to 
become one of the city’s best known 
residents, died recently in Winnipeg, 
following a lengthy illness.

John Martin-Harvey has won for

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Imposing On Canada 


‘Immigtants Who Refuse Work At 
Reasonable Wages 


Twenty-five British immigrants 
who have been in Canada a short 
time, have decided that they do not 
like the country, refuse work at good 
wages that is now offered to some 
of them and demand that they be 
| sent back to England at the expense 
of the Canadian Government. Work 
for five men were offered at harvest- 
ing at five dollars a day, but all re- 
fused. They were disgusted and 
wanted to return to England. But is 
that not making an easy mark of 
Canada? What is to prevent hun- 
dreds or thousands of men doing the 
same thing—coming out here for an 
adventure or to work in a_ half- 
hearted way and then return to Eng- 
land at the government's expense? 

These men have not the claim on 
Canada’s generosity that they seem 
to think they have, They are al- 
{lowed free entry to this country 
under the expectation that they will 
make the best of their opportunities. 
When they are without means of 
support and also refuse work, they! 
put themselves in the position of 
vagrants. As a lesson to men of 
this kind they might well be given 
the disciplinary treatment that is 
| frequently handed out to vagrants. 
There is no reason why Canada 
should be imposed upon by such 
men. If they could not get work of 
any kind the situation might be dit- 
ferent. But when work is offered by 
which they could maintain them- 
selves or pay thelr own way back to 
England, they should be compelled to: 
help themselves. — Manitoba Free 
Press, 


B.C. Liquor Profits

Nor do 
those large figures include the value of the property upon which Trinity 
Church itself stands, the equivalent of about two square blocks in the heart 
of the financial district, and conservatively valued at another $15,000,000.

William III, made the original grant of land to the parish, supplementea 
nine years later by a further grant from Queen Anne, In those days the 
Jand was of no particular value, Wall Street was non-existant, and Fifth 
Avenue not even a foot path. But Manhattan Island was destined for great 
wealth, and the worthless property of a little over 200 years ago 1s wortu 
niuny millions today. 

Historical records contain efforts to obtain funds to start the church, | 
which appear incredible when contrasted with present day values.

Young Scientists Startles American 
Chemical Society With 


Demonstration 
Minneapolis.—The splitting of & 
supposedly indivisible ‘element, 


hydrogen gas, in two substances, was 
demonstrated to the American 
Chemical Society here. 


It was called the “greatest scien-| 


tific discovery of 1929," by Dr. Hugh 
8S. Taylor, of Princeton University, 
| chairman of the session, 

Dr. R. F. Bothhoeffer, a young 
German, who was a 17-year-old tn- 
fantryman in the front-line trenches 
at the close of the world war, is the 
, discoverer, 

Dramatically he set his proof be- 
fore the eyes of the chemists in a 
spot of light upon the wall of a Uni- 
versity of Minnesota lecture room. 
Like a moving finger it wrote the 
forecast of a revolution in physical 


chemistry, This revolution was de-) 


scribed enthusiastically by Dr, Tay- 
jor. 

“It opens the way to finding. an 
entirely new species of molecule. It 
is the first proof of something fore- 
cast mathematically by the new 
wave mechanics, It means that our 
texts on physical chemistry 
have to be re-written.” 

The discovery has no present com- 
mercial use, but the new world in 
chemistry it seems to open is very 
important. 


STATE CONTROL 
SUGGESTED FOR 
BROADCASTING 


Ottawa, Radio-broadcasting in 
Canada should be controlled and op- 
erated by a government-owned com- 
pany. That is the effect of the chief 
recommendation of the royal com- 
mission which presented its report 
to Hon. P, J, Cardin, minister of ma- 
vine and fisheries. 


The company would have some- 
what similar relations to the Domin- 
ion Government as the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways has, but would, be 
distinct from that organization. It 
would have 12 members, three repre- 
senting more particularly the’ Domin- 


fon Government, and one represent-| 


ing each of the provincial govern- 
ments. The members of the commis- 
sion were Sir John Aird, Toronto, 
chairman; Charles A. Bowman, 
Ottawa, and Dr. Augustin Frigon, 
| Montreal. 

| The recommendations provide that 
jthe task of supplying the programs 
would fall upon the provincial repre- 
sentatives of the company. 

The present owners of broadcast- | 
ing stations would be reasonably | 
recompensed when their plants were 
taken over or dismantled. The ex- 
penditure necessary for the opera~- 
tion and maintenance of the service! 
should be met by license fees, rental, 
of time on stations for programs em-| 
ploying indirect advertising and a 
subsidy from the Dominion *Govern- | 
ment. 

High-power stations should be! 
erected across Canada. As a nucleus 
to the publicly-owned service, seven 
50,000-watt stations should be pro- 
vided to give a good reception over 
the entire settled portions of the 
Dominion. 

In making public the report, Mr, 
Cardin said he was well satisfied | 
with the commissioners and _ their! 
work. 

The report will be submitted first 
to the technical officers of the de- 
partment. Later it will go before 
| the cabinet. To put the recommenda- | 
| sions into effect would necessitate 
important legislation.
